of t h e 'other normal schools relative 
to matters of interest to all the nor­ 
mals alike. 
The Board of Education also was in 
session yesterday. No definite action 
was > a ken on account of the absence 
of some of the presidents, but the fol­ 
lowing arrangement was practical:v 
agreed upon for athletic relation and 
lilt rary relations. 
It is the purpose 
of the normal schools to have, some­ 
time iii the spring, two triangular 
debates. Each school will have two 
teams. On the east side one of the 
east central teams will go to Tahle­ 
quah the other will remain at homo. 
One of the I ahlequah teams will go 
to Durant, one of Durant’s teams 
will come here. 
The same 
arrangement 
will 
be 
made on the west side, and at the 
same time every normal school in the 
state will have a debate with some 
other school upon the same question. 
It was practically decided also that 
there would be two debaters and one 
reader in these contests. 
The team 
on the east side, making the highest 
average in grading, will then debate 
with the team on the west side mak­ 
ing the highest average at the home 
of the team malting the third highest 
average, and 
in 
that 
manner 
the 
champion team, in so far as the nor­ 
mals are concerned, will be decided. 
it was practically agreed upon too 
that the same plan for basket ball 
and base ball, as that outlined above 
tor literary work, should be adopted, 
rhe di\ision of the state would per­ 
haps be north and south instead of 
east and west. 
In fact, it is not the 
purpose 
to 
have the state divided the same way 
each year, but each year will see a 
new combination. There was a strong 
sentiment in favor of two basket ball 
teams, one of boys and one of girls, 
and that games scheduled between the 
normal 
schools should 
be 
double 
headers. The boys game in the aft­ 
ernoon and the girls game in the even 
ing. The only difficulty in this arrange 
ment, however, is the matter of ex­ 
pense necessary for so many players. 
The question of leave of absence 
for teachers during the summer term 
and plans in general for this term 
were discussed at length, and the 
board has asked that another con­ 
s e n c e be held at an early date at 
which time definite recommendations 
to the Board of Education will be 
made. I he date of this meeting Jins 
not yet been fixed, but it will prob­ 
ably be about the 21st of November. 
•Mr. Briles reports that in the m at­ 
ter of comparison as to enrollment 
and otherwise, the Ada Normal, is 
among the first.
